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DIRECTOR OF CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE DIRECTIVE | 


RELATIONSHIP WITH NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS AND 
INDIVIDUALS WITHIN THE UNITED STATES FOR 
FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE PURPOSES 


(Effective 24 November 1982) 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 102 of the National Security Act of 1947, Ex- 
ecutive Order 12333, and as directed by the National Security Council, policies and 
procedures are herewith established to ensure effective and secure exploitation of non- 
governmental organizations and individuals within the United States for foreign 
intelligence purposes. 


1. Purpose 


The Central Intelligence Agency is designated to administer, as a service of 
common concern on behalf of the Intelligence Community, the task of enlisting the 
aid within the United States of cooperating non-governmental organizations and 
individuals as witting sources of foreign intelligence information. 

2. Primary Responsibilities 
The Central Intelligence Agency, in carrying out its responsibilities, will: 


a. Determine the foreign intelligence potential of such sources to satisfy 
established national intelligence requirements. 


b. Maintain a central index of such sources in the United States. 


c. Establish procedures to ensure that the interests of organizations and 
individuals contacted will not be jeopardized 


d. Establish standards and procedures for security evaluation of such conta 
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h. Inform Intelligence Community organizations of the availability within the 
United States of selected individuals having P foreign intelligence potential
